HOMICIDE - (from the Lynchburg Sentinel, Moore Co.) after a long 
quiet, and when our court dockets were entirely free from crime, our 
county has been the scene of a horrible, and from the evidence, un- 
provoked murder. While the meeting was in progress at Union Church, 
on Louse creek, in this county, about 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
Rufus Waggoner shot Fletcher Casey, the ball entering just below the 
breast bone, on the left side, and about one and 4 half inches from 
the center of his body, Casey was taken to the residence of Mr. 
Lewis Massey, about a quarter of a mile from the church, where he 
expired about 11 o'clock last night. Coroner Morgan, upon hearing 
of the case this morning, proceeded to the place, summoned a jury and 
held an inquest. But one witness was present who saw the difficulty, 
Mr. F.A, Martin, whose evidence before the jury was as follows: 

Was at Union Church yesterday when the shooting of Fletcher Casey 

by Rufus F. Waggoner took place was sitting under @ tree near the 

church, in company with Casey, Jack Harrison and Jake Scivally. 

While sitting there Waggoner rode up on horseback, and address- 

ing Casey said, 'Fletcher, you are the man I am looking for.' 

Casey replied, ‘Well, here I am, you can see me;' and rose to his 

feet. Waggoner then said, 'I understand you said you did not 

steal my watermelons,' Casey replied, ‘I do say it,' when Waggoner 

reached over to the opposite side of his horse from them and drew 

a pistol from his boot, and bringin it over, presented it at Casey, 

and immediately fired, exclaiming as he did so, ‘You are a 

liar.' Casey staggered back and groaned, and remarked that he was 

a dead man, He then stepped to the tree and leaned against it. 

Waggoner started to ride off, when Casey said to him: ‘Farewell | 

forever, ycu have killed me.' Waggoner remarked, ‘you ought not 

to have stolen my watermelons, then,' and Casey replied, 'T aid, not 

steal them,' - Waggoner then rode off. Waggoner did not look as 

if he was drunk, — ; ef 

We understand that Casey and Waggoner had always been very intim- 

ate friends,,.Casey was about 24 years of age, and unmarried, but 

leaves an aged father and mother to mourn his death.

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AN. HISTORIC BIBLE 
Taken from the Fayetteville Observer September 9, 1875 


Col. Wm. B. Robinson, who lives just peyond the limits of this cor~ 
poration, has in his possession 4 Bible, the history of which would 
be interesting, doubtless to most of your readers. I therefore 
venture to give it. This Bible was printed at the Cambridge Univer-- 
sity Printing House in the year 1643, and is consequently. about 230 
years old. It was read by the Colonel's ancestors, who were Scotch 
Presbyterians, during their persecution by John Graham, the son of 
William Graham, the Earl of Claverhouse, and an officer of King 
James the Second. When Graham's soldiers were scouring and devas- 
tating the country, this book was so fastened to the under side of 
the bottom of a chair or seat, that when the bottom was turned back, 
the pook was on top of the seat and could be read, Some one of the 
family was always out watching for the soldiers, if any one was 
reading the Bible, and if they were seen to approach the house, the 
bottom of the seat was turned over, and the oldest person in the 
house would take this seat, and thus conceal the Bible. Col. Robert- 
son's ancestors came from Scotland to Antrim county, Ireland. 

Joseph Robinson (the Colonel's grandfather) emigrated from Ireland, 
and came to Pennsylvania, and settled near Lancaster, where he and 
all his children died, except one son. His widow afterward married 
a brother of Gen. Montgomery, of Revolutionary fame, This son of 
Joseph Robertson, whose name was William, came from Pennsylvania to 
Mecklenburg county North Carolina, in 1750, and afterward moved 
near Guilford court—house, and was living there when that battle was 
fought. From Guiltord he came to the Watauga settlement, in East 
Tennessee, in 1781, And in 1806 he came to Jackson county, Tennessee, 
and settled on the Caney Fork. In 1807 the Robinson family came to 
what was then Bedford, and is now Lincoln county, and settled on 
Cold Water Creek, where Col. Wm. B. Robinson was reared and lived 
until a few years back, This Bible has taken all these rounds, and 
hag been handed down from father to son until the present time. 

Tt ig ina fair state of preservation, though some of the leaves are 
torn from the binding, and to hold them to their places they are 
tied with a strip cut from a piece of home-made cloth that has been 
around it for more than sixty years. Col. Bobinson also has a 
Westminister Confession of A Faith and Catechism that was published 
in 1743 by Benjamin Franklin at Philadelphia and is therefore 

130 years old.

JOHN D. LEE, THE MORMON 
Taken from the Fayetteville Observer August 5, 1875 


In last week's Observer, we referred to what is known as the Mount- 
ain Meadow Massacre, and stated that 'Bishop' John D. Lee. of the © 
Mormon Church, is on trial for being a participant in the putchery. 
The massacre took place September 10-18, 1857, and, as told by the 
Mormons, the destroyed train contained a number of gentile families 
who had incurred the displeasure of the faithful ones by some 
previous acts... 

There are plausible reasons for believing that Lee is a native 
of Lincoln county, and long resided here, Until 1845 or 6, John 
Lee lived on Norris Creek, about four miles from Fayetteville, At 
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that time he moved to South Alabama, where he remained about one 
year, and then migrated to Salt Lake City. In 1850 letters were 
received here from him in that place, laudatory of the mormons and 
their practices. In 1869, he returned on a visit, and while here 
preached several sermons defining and defending Mormonism, In re- 
commending polygamy to his hearers, he said he had then only one 
wife, but that she told him if he wished to bring one or more back 
with him, she would have no objections, He said, also,that before 
leaving Utah he told his daughters if they wished to marry during his 
absence to do so, and if the men of their choice had other wives not 
to let that fact be an objection. He was then a high dignitary in 
the church, and was on a missionary excursion...

Effective May 1, 1984, all requests for copies of military service 
records or passenger arrival records must be submitted on NATF Forms 
80 and 81, respectively. After May 1 prior versions of these forms 
(NATF Form 26 and NAYF Form 40) will not be accepted for processing. 
All forms other than the NATF Form 80 or NAYF Form 81 that are re- 
ceived after May 1 will be returned. 


A change in payment policies will also take effect May 1, 1984. 
NARS has in the past required that payment accompany requests for 
copies of veterans records and passenger arrival records. — After May 
1, 1984 payment should not be sent with the NATF forms 80 and 81. 
NARS will research the request, prepare copies of any records Located. 
and HOLD THE COPIES FOR 30 days or until payment is received, which- 
ever is sooner. As soon as records are located and copied, research- 
- will receive a bill and instructions on returning their remit- 
ances. 


Researchers should also submit a separate NATF-Form 80 for each file 
(pension or bounty-land or compiled military service) desired, Pre- 
viously researchers could ask for multiple files on one form, This 
change is designed to facilitate processing by. the National Archives.

Thomas Joyce McClellan was born in Lincoln county, Tennessee July 2, 
1811. He was a son of William McClellan and Matilda: McClellan who 
emigrated from Rockingham county, North Carolina at an early day in 
the settlement of Tennessee, | 

Hig mother's maiden name was Joyce. The McClellan family was 
originally from Ulster county, Ireland and, 4s the name indicates,

was of Scotch-Irish extraction. 

The grand-father of the subject of this sketch, whose name was 
William McClellan emigrated from.Ireland a short while prior to the 
Revolutionary war settled in North Carolina and served throughout 
that struggle in the armies of the colonies with the rank of Captain. 

Thomas married, Martha Fleming Beattie in 1836, and came to Lime- 
stone county, Alabama, in the winter of 1845-46 and engaged in the 
business of planting. He was quite successful and prosperous for the 
next fifteen years when came the Civil War, and as in the case of so 
many others, was financially ruined in the wreck wrought by that 
struggle. A ne “epg a 

Mr. MeClellan never sought office, but was always deeply inter- 
ested in all questions of a public or political character, and was 
an authority often consulted by men of all parties on politico-hist- 
orical matters. yy 

He was a Whig in politics, a Zealous follower of Clay, supported 
Fillmore in '56 and Bell in '60 for the presidency. On the great 
questions which resulted in the secession novement he was an ardent 
disciple of Clay, Webster, Litchen, Crittenden and Andrew Jackson, 
rather than of the Calhoun school of politicians. 

He did not believe that the convention of 1787, which framed the 
federal constitution was a mere solemn farce; he did not believe in 
secession or separate state action, either as a right or a remedy for 
the evils then - 1860-'61 - threatening the slave-states, 

He and Dr. J.P. Cowan were elected delegates to the convention of 
January 7, 1861, from Limestone county. The northern part of the 
state elected delegates by redundantly heavy majorities in opposition 
to secession while South Alabama elected secessionists in most in- 
stances by close margins. The popular majority as shown by the votes 
for delegates was about ten thousand against secession, indeed, the 
returns showed the election of fifty-two, of the one-hundred delegates 
opposed to separate state action, and favorable to co-operation of all 
Southern or slave-holding states, but so furious and ag ressive was 
the campaign by the secessionists that, when the convention met, a 
majority was for secession. 

iir’. McClellan. voted against the Ordinance of Secession, but, 
when the war came he espoused with his whole soul the cause of the 
South —- not because he was convinced of the wisdom of the policy of 
secession, or of the constitutional right of a state to secede, but 
from the Higher principle that, when one's country is engaged in 
actual war every patrio should: rally to her defense. All of his sons 
\ who were old enough entered the Confederate army and remained to the 
close of the war, or until disabled by :wounds.
